The Northwest Assembly at its last 


session passed an ordinance provid- 


ing for the auditing of municipal and 
echool accounts by official auditors. 
An order-in-ouncil bas just been pub- 
lished giving effect to this ordinance 
and appointments of official auditors 
bave been made under it. 

The regulations read as follows; 


1. All beoks, vouchers, rolls, agree- 
menis, contracts and other documents 
relating to finances or necessary for 
the; complete examination of tha ac- 
counis' of boards of schcol trustees, 
official trusters, village overseers, loca] 
improvenien( districis overseers, 
beards of trustees of irrigation dis- 
tricts, or ol\her accounts required by, 
or under the authority of, any ordin- 
ance of the Territories to be examined 
by an official auditor shall be trans- 
miited io the auditor selected for the 
purpose by and at the changes of the 
board of persons whose duty it is to 
have such accounts so examined, and 
who shall also arrange for the return, 
without eost to the auditor, of all | 
books, etc., submitved after the com- 
pletion of the examination. 

2. Before being submitted for ex- 
amination, all books for the fiscal year 
for which such books are to be audited 
should be properly closed and al) bal- 
ances correctly showoa. 


3. An auditor must carefully ascer- 
tain thal every entry in the books is 
supported with proper vouchers (such 
az are the stubs or receipis issued or 
olher evidence of payments made io 
the; person required to account for 
moneys received;, or correct, true and | 
approved accounts with evidence of 
their having been paid, (such as would 
be, for imstance, a properly prepared 


cheque, duly endorsed and ,marked 
paid); and where any special certifi- 
caies are requirea with any voucher 


(such as, for instance, ihe certificate 
of the chairman of a board of schoo} 
trustees before payment of any  ac- 
count against ihe district required by 
section 96 of The school ordinance) the 
auditor must be careful vo see that all 
euch veslilicates are iturnished in vhe 
manner required.

nition, regardiog rank, and further 


provided that in South: Africa, in the 
field, I should have absolutely inde- 
pendent command subject only to 
Lord Kitchener or Major General 
Henry H. Settle, cr similar superior 
soldiers, in, short thajt L be assign- 
- a, territory, the harder the bet- 
ter; thar I be not hampered by “in- 
cnpa bles and that I be -held rigidly 
responsible for the rounding up of 
the enemy therein. 


“In the best interests of the €m- 
pire, I am still willing to proceed, 
under the conditions outlined. I can 


speedily, raise a division, much more 
easily, a brigade, and wouid guaran- 
tee success; for there jis no doubt 
but the whole puny, petty, tricky 
Boer outfit could easily be rounded 
up in a few months. To round ug and 
bag a Boer’ is a, very simple and very 
easy job, but it must be gone about 
inf an energetic, earnest, soldierly, 
businesslike, practical manner. But

The) most important branch of the 
business is the pork packing depart- 
This branch is a model of syste- 
matic arrangements being copied from 
the Armour packing house, Chicago, 
in: which Mr. Gallagher was employed 
many years ago. The Aogs are weigh- 
ed on the farmer's wagon and dumped 
from the wagon into a fen where they 
await) their turn to be driven up a

A’ new refiner has been put in dur- 
ing the summer by means of which all 
the grease of the porkers is saved. The 
sausage department is located in the 
same ‘building. So systematic are the 
arrangements that twelve men can 
handle 500 hogs per day and nothing 
isf lost except the bristles, bone and 
blood. st} 

The, building is heated throughout 
by steam and all the machinery con- 
nected is propelled by the same power. 
Hot water is at hand in every room 
and the fleors are built slanting with 
troughs down the centre to facilitate 
cleaning and scrubbing. The storage 
rooms are provided with cold storage 
arrangements in which 300 tons of ice 
are stored. An ice house adjoining 
contains! 200 tons for use in emergen- 
cies and rush seasons. i 

‘The slaughter house for cattle and 
sheep! is a separate building on a less 
elaborate scale, but with every accom- 
modation for the speedy handling of 
carcases, The hide room is at one side 
of this slaughter house,where the hides 
are stored for shipping twice per year. 
At the opposite side is the storehouse 
where tons of beef are piled in quar- 
ters ready for shipment or for trans- 
portation to the company’s large re- 
tail establishment on Jasper avenue. 

The company have recently install- 
ed an electric light plant and. the en- 
tire buildings, inciuding the adjoining 
stables are now lighted by electricity. 

The old brewery buildings have been 
recently! purchased and are used 
sleeping quarters ior the men 


A coal mine has been opened up in 
the hill side on the company’s prop- 
erty and at a short distance from: the 
mouth a seam of good coal was struck. 
The coal is mined entirely for private 
use, from two to three tons per day 
being used about the establishment. 

Though hogs have been scarce during 
the fall twelve men are now employed 
et the works.
